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United Nations Day 


This Sunday marks a special day in the work for world 





peace. ' 
Dav after tomorrow is United Navions Day. This 


should mean something to us all. It means that for the first 
time in the history of the world an international organiza- 
tion is working for peacee. Th actions of the communist 
bloc may have succeeded in slowing progress toward that 
goal, but not in stopping it altogether. 

As college students, we are given valuable opportunities 
te learn the way the UN functions. Through the model UN 
delegates from campuses all over the state see much of the 
background activities which are overshadowed by more 
spectacular news. It is a surprise to most of the delegates 
that so much in invelved. Next semester SSC will again send 
delegates to the Model UN meeting this time in San Fran- 
CISCO. 

UN On The Campus, a newspaper published by the Col- 
kegiate Council for the United Nations, gives nation-wide 
coverage of news of college student activities in the UN. 
We should take advantage of these special efforts at edu- 
cation on behalf of the UN. They are chances to become 
acquainted with the world’s most important problems. 

Many people have the idea that the U Nis dying. If 
this were so it would be because by their attitude they are 
killing it. Should an accounting be made of even part of the 
UN's accomplishments it would look something like this: 


Even though the UN cannot promise to put an end to 
war. it represents our final hope of building a lasting peace. 
It is up to the citizens of the free world to back up their 
UN representatives. We are a part of that citizenry. With 
knowledge we can do the job. 

Jan Masarvk in a United Nations broadcast shortly 
before his death on March 10, 1948 said: “We older ones 
have no reason indeed to be proud of the heritage we are 
leaving behind for the youth of the world. We will be proud 
of the victory which again, of course, will be brought into 
being by the youth of all the United Nations.” Upon what 
we build out of that heritage will depend our victory. 


‘ Who's Got The Ticket 


Complimentary passes became an issue of much con- 
troversy last week when the subject was brought up in the 
Student Council. 

In fact, many ill-advised statements were made during 
the discussion that have sinee been retracted after addi- 
tional information was acquired, Many of the ideas ex- 
pressed can only reflect rash judgments that would have 
been better left unsaid. 

Complimentary tickets have long been a matter of 
much controversy on college campuss, but very few col- 
legians have ever considered one or two tickets as payment 
for any student activity. 

Early this fall Dr. Guy A. West, president of the col- 
lege, issued a statement in which he said, “We shall not 
hire plavers, directly or indirectly. Nor shall we pamper 
them.” But when he made this statement he surely did not 
think that one complimentary pass would be considered as 
payment or pampering, and comments around campus in- 
dicate that the tickets are far from being a payment for 
the many hours put in on the football field. 

The passes, however, remain an item of controversy 
not only for the football team but also for anyone handling 
the free stubs. Nason Hall, ASSSC president, has asked for 
a full report and recommendations for future use of such 
passes from a committee headed by Men's Representative 
Jim Estelle, 

Although the actions of this committee can not be ex- 
pected to be put into operation right away, it appears to 
be a move in the right direction.
